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WILLIAM CLAY FORD 


Owner and President 


Born and raised in the automotive 
industry, he was introduced to 
professional football at an early age 
and it has become a vital part of his 
life. It was back in 1934, when he was 
only nine, that William Clay Ford saw 
his first Detroit Lions game. The 
franchise had just moved to Detroit 
from Portsmouth, Ohio, and his 
father, the late Edsel Ford, took him 
to the University | of Detroit stadium to 
watch this “new” team in action. He 

set has been a Lions fan ever since. 

This will mark his 16th year as owner of the club, his 19th as president and 
his 23rd as a Lions official. As both a fan and chief executive, his goal is to bring 
a championship to the Detroit Lions and their followers. 

In addition to football and a number of national and local civic 
organizations, he also is deeply involved in the automotive industry, 
particularly with his Ford Motor Company duties and responsibilities recently 
having been broadened. He was named chairman of the Executive Committee 
and a member of the Office of Chief Executive in June, 1978. He has been a 
member of the Ford Board of Directors since 1948, has had over-all staff 
supervision of the company's product design programs since 1956, and is now 
Vice President-Product Design. 

A grandson of the late Henry Ford, who founded Ford Motor Company, and 
the youngest of four children of the late Edsel Ford, he was born in Detroit. He 
attended Detroit University School in Grosse Pointe, Michigan, and Hotchkiss 
School in Lakeville, Connecticut. 

After a tour of duty in the Naval Air Corps, Mr. Ford was graduated from Yale 
University in 1949 with a Bachelor of Science degree in economics. 

He joined the Company's sales and advertising staff that same year, and 
later served on the industrial relations staff, where he was a member of the 
committee that negotiated the Company's historic 1949 contract with the 
UAW-CIO. 

Among his numerous positions as acommunity leader, Mr. Ford is chairman 
of the board of Henry Ford Museum and Greenfield Village, secretary- 
treasurer of Henry Ford Hospital, president of the Edsel B. Ford Institute for 
Medical Research, a trustee of Hotchkiss and of the Eisenhower Medical 
Center, and a director of the National Tennis Hall of Fame and the United 
Foundation of Detroit. 

An avid sports enthusiast, he played varsity tennis and soccer at Yaleandisa 
low-handicap golfer. 

He is married to the former Martha Firestone of Akron, Ohio. They have 
three daughters and a son. 





RUSS THOMAS 


Executive Vice President 
and General Manager 


It takes a very experienced and 
talented individual to handle the 
multi-faceted job of running a pro- 
fessional football organization. In 
32 years of service to the Detroit 
Lions, Russ Thomas has molded 
himself into that individual. He has 
achieved notoriety as a player, 
scout, coach and broadcaster. Most 
recently, he was credited, along with 
other top government and business 
Officials from around the State of 
Michigan, as being a prime driving 
force in bringing the 1982 Super Bowl! to the Pontiac Silverdome. 

Russ was an assistant coach when the Lions won NFL Championships in 
1952 and 1953. At the same time, and in addition to his coaching duties, he was 
in charge of scouting opposing teams, evaluating college prospects and 
negotiating player salaries. All this experience has benefited him greatly in the 
day-to-day handling of the countless decisions and details involved in running 
the Lions, 

This was also the kind of experience Mr, Ford was looking for when he 
named Thomas Vice President and General Manager of the club in 1967. He 
was promoted to the executive level seven years ago. He is considered an 
expert in National Football League matters and in player contract 
negotiations. Thomas has been given even more responsibilities recently as 
Mr. Ford has been devoting more time to the automobile business. Russ 
regularly represents Detroit at the NFL owners meeting and at other League 
affairs. 

In his playing days, Thomas was an outstanding lineman. He came out of 
West Virginia as one of the state’s most sought after high school football and 
track stars. He held the state high school shot put and discus record in West 
Virginia for years, At Ohio State, he played on a national championship team 
under Paul Brown and earned all Big Ten honors and All-America mention for 
his work with the Buckeyes. Thomas was drafted by the Lions in 1946 and 
played four seasons before surgery ended a promising playing career. He 
played both ways for Detroit and gained League recognition while serving as 
the co-captain of the team. 

Thomas was assistant coach at St. Bonaventure in 1950-51. He went on to 
become an assistant coach for the Lions, during which time the club won two 
World titles. Later he was brought into the front office where he handled player 
personnel matters. A few years later, Mr. Ford named him Director of Player 
Personnel, a post he held for three years until being named Vice President and 
General Manager. 

Russ and wife, Dorothy, live in Walled Lake. They are the parents of two 
married sons, John and Jim. 





TIM ROONEY 


Administrative Assistant to the Director of Football Operations 


A familiar name in NFL circles is the Lions new 
Administrative Assistant to Monte Clark, Pitts- 
burgh native Tim Rooney. He was selected by 
Clark last February to coordinate the club's 
college and pro scouting, aid in evaluating talent, 
and take part in trade discussions and other 
administrative affairs. 

Rooney, 37, comes to the Lions from the World 
Champion Pittsburgh Steelers where he served as 
Director of Pro Scouting for the past seven years. 
During his tenure with Pittsburgh, the club won 
three Super Bowls and reached the playoffs every 
single season. 

He actually grew up with NFL football as his family name has been 
synonomous with the pro game almost since its beginning. Tim's uncle, Art 
Rooney, Sr., is the owner of the Steelers and introduced pro football to the city 
of Pittsburgh in 1933. The new Lions staffer is also the cousin of Dan Rooney, 
President of the Steelers, and Art Rooney, Jr., the Vice President of the 
Pittsburgh club. 

A graduate of Duquesne, Tim gained coaching experience with positions at 
Villanova and Rhode Island, prior to joining the Steelers.

SCOUTING STAFF 


The Lions are fortunate to have three of pro 
football's finest scouts on their staff The group 
has been and is instrumental in the many fine 
drafts put together during the past few years. 

Senior member of the trio is western area scout 
Jerry Neri, a veteran of 10 years with the club 
Before joining the Lions in 1969, Neri coached at 
various levels of play. Following a fine career as a 
halfback at Villanova, he joined the school’s 
coaching staff in 1943. He went on to positions 
with Loyola, Yale and the Washington Redskins, 
During much of his college coaching career he 
. | “ helped with the Philadelphia Eagles scouting 
progam. In 1965, he was made supervisor of the Pacific Coast scouting system 
of Blesto, a talent-hunting combine representing many pro teams, including 
the Lions, Most recently, Neri spearheaded the discovery of Al“ Bubba” Baker, 
the NFL's top defensive rookie of 1978 

Joe Bushofsky joined the Lions in 1975 and is in charge of the eastern area of 
the country. He also spent time with Blesto prior to beginning work for Detroit. 
A graduate of North Carolina State, Joe coached in the Pittsburgh area for 11 
years. He was a fine guard at N.C. State from 1959 to 1961. 

The third member of the scouting team is Clarence “Dirk” Dierking, a staffer 
since June of 1978. His responsibilities revolve around the central United 
States, especially the southwest. He too was employed by Blesto before 
joining the Lions. He makes his home in Texas, where he had coaching 
experience at many levels. 





MONTE CLARK 
Head Coach and Director of Football Operations 


To the Detroit Lions, Monte Clark represents many things. First, he is a 
winner, with world championship rings to prove it. He is dedicated, with over 
20 years of playing and coaching experience in the NFL. And, most of all, 
Monte Clark represents stability. There is no doubt, as he enters his second 
season in the Motor City, that Clark is guiding a steady ship. 

When Monte accepted the head coaching job, as well as the newly created 
Director of Football Operations position, he made no promises or predictions. 
He simply wanted consistent, gradual, step-by-step progress. And progress 
proved to be consistent and step-by-step in 1978. It wasn’t all that gradual 
though, as the Lions made a complete about face in mid-season: from a 1-6 
start to a 6-3 finish. Only one other NFC team, Dallas, hada better recordin the 
final half. Following a gratifying, final victory over San Francisco last 
December, Monte told the press, “These guys have really come a long way.” 

In his job with the Lions, Clark is in charge of the college draft, waivers, 
scouting and trades, “| wanted Monte to control his own destiny,” said owner 
William Clay Ford upon Clark's appointment. 

The 42-year old coach has an outstanding background in the League. He 
spent six years as offensive coach under Don Shula at Miami. He was part of 
Shula’s original staff in 1970, Monte helped develop the Dolphins into one of 
the NFL's most feared units. A pair of Super Bowl titles, along with three 
straight AFC Championships, brought Clark immediate coaching recognition. 
Under his leadership, Miami led the conference in rushing three consecutive 
years, setting a new NFL single-season record in 1972. 

Clark became head coach at San Francisco in 1976 and propelled the 49ers 
into playoff prominence. Only some close, late-season defeats denied the 
team a berth. But the record indicated an 8-6 mark for Monte in his first year as 
a head man and three more wins for the 49ers over the previous season. 

Clark’s coaching career followed an 11-year playing stint as an offensive 
lineman with San Francisco, Dallas and Cleveland. With the Browns, he 
appeared in the League Championship games of 1964, '65 and '68. Monte, who 
apereo pro ball after a fine collegiate career at USC, is a native of Kingsburg, 
Calif. 

Monte and his wife, Charlotte, live in Bloomfield Township, and are the 
parents of three sons, Bryan, 18, a quarterback on the Michigan State 
University squad; Randy, 16; and Eric, 12 

Here are a few of Clark's thoughts on the upcoming season: 


* “We are eager to capitalize on the momentum we generated last season. | think our 
players sort of discovered winning last year and developed some confidence in that 
direction.” 

* “Certainly the level of expectation has been raised here. It's going to be much tougher 
to make this year's team. The poorly conditioned athlete will stick out like a sore thumb, 
while the guy who's with it will be the rule.” 

* "There were a lot of personne/ changes last year, More than | expected would be 
necessary. | would like to minimize the changes and gain more stability and continuity 
this year.” 

* “A big plus this year will be our experience with each other. We have learned what it was 
like to sink low and then to scratch our way back, We have learned to stick together and 
meet adversity head on and defeat it. We learned a/ol of these things the hard way. Butwe 
did learn them. We established a good foundation,” 

* “There is alot of optimism here and | like that Bul. unfortunately, you don't win on just 
optimism. You win on preparation, effort and commitment. The positive attitude is great, 
but / don't want anyone thinking we ve reached some great plateau and can now relax. We 
have a lot of hard work ahead.” 











ATKINS DOLL 


BILLY ATKINS — Defensive Backfield Coach — The Lions’ defensive secondary is 
headed by 44-year old Billy Atkins, He strengthened a fine pro coaching reputation 
last year by directing the NFC's third best defensive backfield. He took a mixture of 
youth and veteran talent, then fought off many injury problems, to achieve the high 
standing. He began his procoaching career with Buffalo in 1972. In four seasons with 
the Bills, Atkins assembled one of the AFC's finest OB squads, with All-Pro selections 
Tony Greene and Robert James among its members. He was picked by Monte Clark 
to coach the San Francisco secondary in 1976. While with the 49ers, Bill helped to 
build the NFC’s top-rated defense of that campaign. Atkins spent six years at Troy 
State prior to joining the pro coaching ranks, first as head football coach, then as 
athletic director. In 1968 his squad took NAIA National Championship honors. His 
professional playing days began in 1958 when he was drafted by San Francisco out of 
Auburn. Bill was part of the 1957 national championship team with the Tigers. Atkins 
went to Buffalo in 1960 where he won All-League honors and led the AFL in 
interceptions with 10 and in punting with a 45-yard average. He joined the New York 
Jets in 1963, then retired the following year after a season with Denver. Atkins was 
born and raised in Millport, Ala. He and his wife, Doris, have two children; a daughter, 
Paige. 16; and a son, Ace. 8. 

DON DOLL — Film Exchange and Special Assignments Coach — Don Doll, former 
Detroit Lion player and coach, returned to the club in 1978 under Monte Clark. He 
helped turn around the club's special teams last year and now will handle more 
administrative duties this season. Doll, 52, played with the Lions from 1949 through 
1952 as a defensive back. He represented Detroit in three Pro Bowls during his four- 
year career with the team and helped win the 1952 world championship. He is co- 
holder of the Lions record for most pass interceptions in aseason, 12 in 1950. His first 
pro coaching position was with Detroit in 1963, when he started a two year stint as 
secondary coach under George Wilson. He joined the Lions after eight years of 
college coaching, including time at Southern California and Notre Dame. As 
offensive backfield coach at USC. Doll first met a Trojan player named Monte Clark. 
After leaving the Detroit coaching ranks, Doll was the defensive backfield coach at 
Los Angeles in 1965, at Washington from 1966 to 1970, and at Green Bay from 1971 
through 1973. Doll moved to Baltimore for one season as defensive coordinator in 
1974, He was appointed defensive coach for Miami in 1975, joining Clark, a Dolphin 
offensive coach at the time. Doll graduated from USC in 1948 after a fine college 
career as a two-way halfback. As a rookie with Detroit, he intercepted 11 passes, 
including four in one game. Doll went to Washington in 1953, then completed his 
playing career with the Rams a year later. Doll and his wife, Diana, have five children, 
Steven, 27; Wendy. 24; Kevan, 22; Heidi, 18; and Michael, 11 





HOAGLIN PASQUALE 


FRED HOAGLIN — Offensive Line Coach — In his first season of NFL coaching, Fred 
Hoaglin helped turn around a young Detroit offensive line last year. After allowing 21 
sacks in the first five games of 1978, the unit improved steadily and gave up just 26 in 
the remaining 11 games. Hoaglin, who completed an 11 year playing career in 1977, 
did a fine job in assembling three rookies, a third year man anda fourth-year prointo 
a stout, protective wall, Monte Clark, who played alongside Fred on the offensive line 
at Cleveland in the late 1960s, felt Detroit's young line developed a sense of pride in 
their performance last year, much to Hoaglin’s credit. The 35-year old Hoaglin was 
drafted in the sixth round by Cleveland in 1966. Soon after, he began a string of 69 
consecutive starts with the Browns. A leg injury forced him out of the lineup in 1971 
He represented the club in the 1969 Pro Bow! contest. Fred was traded to Baltimore in 
1973, then went to Houston the following year. He was picked as one of the original 
Seattle Seahawks in the veteran allocation of 1976. A fine two-way player at the 
University of Pittsburgh, Hoaglin earned a degree in Industrial Engineering from the 
school in 1968. The native of Alliance, Ohio is a long time member of the Fellowship of 
Christian Athletes. Fred and his wife, Janet, are the parents of two children, a 
daughter, Patti, 11; and a son, Ricky, 8. 


LARRY PASQUALE — Special Teams Coach — New to the Lions staff is Larry 
Pasquale, a veteran of 12 years in pro and collegiate coaching. Larry comes to Detroit 
from Montreal, where he has spent the last two years in the Canadian Football 
League with the Alouettes. Pasquale, 38, helped the Montreal club reach the Grey 
Cup Championship game in each of the past two seasons. In 1977, with current 
Kansas City coach Marv Levy at the helm, the Alouettes won the title. Monte Clark 
expressed delight with having a coach of Larry's talents with the Lions. Clark cited 
Pasquale’s association with recognized special teams experts such as Levy and 
current Montreal coach, Joe Scarrella. Pasquale began coaching in 1967 at Slippery 
Rock College. The following year he moved to Boston University, then on to the 
Naval Academy in 1969. Pasquale spent 1971 through 1975 at Massachusetts before 
a year at Idaho State in 1976. During his college coaching days, ‘Larry tutored all 
phases of the game including offensive backs, defensive backs, linebackers, 
receivers and special teams. Pasquale is a firm believer in the importance of strong 
special teams, feeling the area can do more for a team than either offense or defense 
sometimes. Pasquale is a 1963 graduate of Bridgeport University where he played 
quarterback and defensive back. He was an All-New York City quarterback at 
Lafayette High School. Larry and his wife Joanne, are the parents of three children, 
Lisa, 12; Darrel, 8; and Lauren, 6 
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PETERS RAYE 


FLOYD PETERS — Defensive Line Coach — The creator of Detroit's feared “Silver 
Rush” is Floyd Peters, a former Lion player. Peters is given much of the credit for the 
development of the Lions rush, headed by All-Everything rookie Al “Bubba” Baker. 
Under Peters guidance, Baker sacked opposing quarterbacks a League high 23 
times, while the club registered a team record 55 last year. Only Dallas recorded more 
sacks last season. Peters was also responsible for San Francisco's “Gold Rush", a 
group which rolled up 61 sacks in 1976. Peters also had an All-Pro performer, like 
Baker, at San Francisco in Cleveland Elam. Floyd spent the 1976 season under Monte 
Clark, then stayed with the 49ers through 1977, before coming to the Lions. Prior to 
joining Clark, Floyd coached the New York Giants defensive line. His coaching 
career began in 1970 when he served as a player-coach under Vince Lombardi at 
Washington. Peters went on to become the chief western scout for the Miami 
Dolphins before going to New York. His playing experience covered 12 seasons asa 
defensive tackle with Baltimore, Cleveland, Detroit, Philadelphia and Washington. 
Peters spent one year, 1963, with the Lions. As an Eagle, he played in the Pro Bowl 
games of 1964, 1966 and 1967. He was voted the defensive MVP of the 1966 contest. 
Peters is a graduate of San Francisco State, where he earned four letters in football 
and was named to the Little All-America team in 1957. He and his wife, Nancy, are the 
parents of four sons, Craig, 20; Kelly, 17; Dean, 15; and Allen, 14. 


JIMMY RAYE — Offensive Backfield Coach — Former Michigan State University 
player and coach, Jimmy Raye, returned to the area in February of 1978 to coach the 
Lions’ offensive backfield under Monte Clark. The 33-year old Raye put together an 
explosive backfield last season, led by Dexter Bussey’s 924 yards rushing, the 
second highest total in Detroit history. Jimmy's first NFL season was in 1977 at San 
Francisco. He made the move to the pros after five years as a college assistant. After 
an outstanding playing career at Michigan State during the mid-60s, Jimmy spent 
four years with Los Angeles and Philadelphia as a defensive back. He retired as an 
active player following the 1971 season and joined his college coach, Duffy 
Daugherty, at MSU. Raye spent four years as the Spartans receiver coach, also 
serving under Denny Stolz. In 1976, Raye moved to Wyoming as quarterback and 
receiver coach under Fred Akers. Jimmy followed Akers to the University of Texas 
the following year, but then accepted the 49er position during the spring of 1977.Asa 
college player, Raye was part of two Big Ten Championship squads at Michigan 
State in 1965 and 1966. Jimmy was the starting quarterback for the unbeaten 
Spartans of 1966 and took part in the pivotal 10-10 tie with Notre Dame in the season's 
last contest. Raye completed his college playing career the following year and 
earned his degree from State in 1968. The native of Fayetteville, N.C. and his wife, 
Edwena, are the parents of two children, Robin, 11; and Jimmy III, 10.

SCHNELKER SCHOTTENHEIMER 


BOB SCHNELKER — Quarterback and Receiver Coach — Bob Schnelker, a 16-year 
veteran of NFL coaching, serves as the Lions’ quarterback and receiver coach. Last 
year, his first with the Lions, saw the club score 33 touchdowns, the highest in six 
years, while five different players caught 30 passes or more. He helped create one of 
the League's most exciting offenses in the final eight weeks. The 50-year old 
Schnelker has worked under such people as Vince Lombardi at Green Bay and Don 
Shula at Miami. In 1977, he completed three years of service as Kansas City’s 
offensive assistant. Schnelker first coached for the Los Angeles Rams in 1963. He 
joined Lombardi and the Packers in 1966. In his six seasons with Green Bay, the team 
won three straight League Championships and the first two Super Bowls. Bob 
coached under Harland Svare at San Diego in 1972 and 1973. He went to Miami fora 
season under Shula before joining the Chiefs in 1975. A standout tight end, 
Schnelker played with the New York Giants from 1954 through 1960. He appeared in 
two Pro Bowls and three NFL Championship games. He completed his playing career 
with Minnesota and Pittsburgh. While with the Vikings, Bob caught the first of Fran 
Tarkenton's NFL record 342 touchdown passes. Bob and his wife, B.J., have three 
children, Mindy, 24; Jeff, 21; and Tina, 12. 


MARTY SCHOTTENHEIMER — Linebacker Coach — Considered one of the 
brightest young coaches in the National Football League is 35-year old Marty 
Schottenheimer. His work with the Lions’ linebackers last season helped the club 
establish one of the best defensive records in the Leaque. Marty came to the Lions 
from New York in 1978. Schottenheimer spent three years with the Giants as 
linebacker coach. In 1977, he was the club's defensive coordinator. He helped build 
the New York defensive unit into one of the best in football. Among his pupils with the 
Giants was All-Pro and former Michigan State standout Brad Van Pelt. 
Schottenheimer's coaching career began with Portland of the World Football League 
in 1974. He went to New York and the NFL the following year when Miami assistant 
Bill Arnsparger became the Giants head coach. Current Lion assistant Floyd Peters 
was a coach with that 1975 New York staff. Schottenheimer played six years as a 
linebacker with Buffalo and New England. At Buffalo, where he spent four seasons, 
Marty performed in the AFL Championship games of 1965 and 1966. He signed with 
the Patriots in 1969 and retired the next season. Marty earned All-America honors at 
the University of Pittsburgh before joining the pros in 1965. He was chosen in the 7th 
round of the ‘65 AFL draft by the Bills. Marty and his wife, Patricia, are the parents of 
two children, a daughter, Kristen, 9; and a son, Brian, 6.

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HISTORY OF 
THE DETROIT LIONS 


Almost a half century ago, the Lions began a long and successful 
association with the Detroit area as its National Football League 
representative. 


Detroit welcomed the Lions 45 years ago, but it was not the area's 
first look at professional football. 


In 1920, the Detroit Heralds were a charter member of the American 
Professional Football Association, which was the original name of the 
present NFL. But the club folded after two years. Then, the Detroit 
Panthers appeared in 1925. They also folded after two seasons. In 
1928, the Detroit Wolverines were formed, but they failed after just 
one year. 


In 1930, the then 10-year-old National Football League took ina 
franchise from Portsmouth, Ohio called the Spartans. After four 
seasons, the team was purchased for less than $8,000 by Detroit radio 
executive George A. Richards and moved to the Motor City. 


Playing in the University of Detroit Stadium before average crowds 


of 16,000 people, the new Detroit Lions won the NFL Championship in 
their second year, 1935, Under the leadership of coach “Potsy” Clark 
and stars like Hall of Famer “Dutch” Clark, Ernie Caddel, George 
Christensen, “Ace” Gutowsky, Glenn Presnell and “Ox" Emerson, the 
early Lions established pro football in Detroit and for over 40 years 
they have been an integral part of the Michigan sports scene. 


In 1940, Chicagoan Fred Mandel bought the club. Lion stars of that 
era were Hall of Famers Bill Dudley and Alex Wojciechowicz, John 
Green, “Whizzer” White, Frank Sinkwich and “Camp” Wilson. The 
team was sold, eight years later, to a group of local businessmen 
under the leadership of Edwin J. Anderson, The Detroit syndicate 
controlled the club until 1964 when William Clay Ford became sole 
owner for a price of six million dollars. 


The Lions dominated the NFL in the 1950's with four division titles 
and three League championships. Under head coach Buddy Parker, 
the team won back-to-back world crowns in 1952 and 1953, defeating 
Cleveland in both title games. Stars of those glittering teams were Hall 
of Famers Bobby Layne and Jack Christiansen, Doak Walker, Les 
Bingaman, Cloyce Box, Leon Hart, Yale Lary and Bob Hoernsche- 
meyer. The Detroit-Cleveland battles of the era were classic 
confrontations between two giants of the blossoming NFL. 


Since their last title in 1957, under the coaching of George Wilson, 
the Lions have been looking in vain for the top spot. Such recent 
performers as Joe Schmidt and Dick “Night Train” Lane have been 
elected to the Hall of Fame. Outstanding players like Wayne Walker, 
Mike Lucci, Nick Pietrosante, Roger Brown, Terry Barr, Lem Barney 
and Charlie Sanders have taken their places in the annals of pro 
football in Detroit. 


In 1967, Joe Schmidt began the first of six seasons as Head Coach 
of the Lions. His 1970 team made the post-season playoffs, but lostin 
the first round to Dallas. 


Just prior to the 1975 season, the Lions moved into a fantastic new 
stadium in Pontiac, Michigan, a town of 85,000 people located 30 
miles north of Detroit, The Silverdome is the world’s largest air- 
supported domed structure and seats over 80,000 spectators under a 
Fiberglas roof. 


Control of all football operations was handed to new Head Coach 
Monte Clark in 1978. Clark's winning approach has brought a new 
optimism to Lions' faithful. With top caliber talent like Al “Bubba” 
Baker, Gary Danielson, David Hill, Doug English, Jimmy Allen and 
Dexter Bussey, plus the astute direction of a proven winner like Monte 
Clark, the Lions are determined to regain a place among pro football's 
finest.
